This book is a teaser. While definitely a sequel to Yorld’'s End - 
and in all probability the middle volume of a trilogy, since Lanny Budd is left in 
1929, - this book stands, to a large extent, on its own feet. The market for Yorld's 
End is a reasonably secure starter for Between Two Vorlds, with the added advantage of 
covering a decade within reach (far away as it seems, with its mad hyperboles). Lanny 
Budd and many of the characters of the earlier book, are here again; new ones, new loves, 
new problems and a story threaded through the maze of post-war Europe, into which Lanny 
thrusts an actively inquiring mind. The story is the thing that holds one; in the phi- 
losophy there is nothing very challenging save for its contribution to a richer canvas 
than most modern novels can boast. There is again the assumption of European codes of 
morality, with nothing to give them undue emphasis. The book, in the last analysis, - 
emerges as a mirror, rather than a probing. Like something seen in a mirror, it is 
lifelike as one reads, but fails to signify deeply thereafter.

points south. It's an exciting book, in the way it cuts to the heart of things, probes 
beneath the surface, reveals the forces at work, and discloses Whitehall (British) com- 
placency in matters colonial up to within a period six months after the start of the 
war. There has been nothing published, in this country, to touch it. Only secondarily 
is it a first rate travel adventure story, with its due quota of personal experience, 
lions, buffalo, elephant, hippo, pygmies, gorillas, et al. Primarily, it is an enlight- 
ening picture of a continent whose importance in the war is immeasureable. Through Cen- 
tral and South Africa, by boat, by car, by river, lake and mountain trail, Farson —- and 
part of the time, his wife as well - seeks out the clues that give him a comprehension, 
to some extent, of the tentacles of Hitler's Germany in the colonies now under protec- 
torates and mandates (English, Belgian, French, League of Nations). He talked to 
government officials, white and native, to Dutch and Boer and English and French and 
Belgian and German, and, where opportunity offered to natives in high estate and low. 
Smuts and Pirow, Malan and Hertzog, each gave him a different picture. He found a 
strong Nazi organization, drilled and ready to act; he found miniature Fuhrers; he 
found racial problems everywhere; he found the English strong in their handling of the 
blacks, and weak in their colonization and economic programs. He studied the paternal- 
istic attitude in Tanganyika, he loved Kenya, "the white man's madness", he saw the 
totalitarianism of business in the Congo, and a small traders' country in French Equa- 
torial Africa. Not a book for skimming or for reading in large gulps. Rather a book 
for constant reference and careful study.

Perhaps Dale Warren intended this to be the book to end all books 
on the subject of country living.

In fact, he has sup- 
plied the incurable country house addict with a springboard for marginal notes, ad 
infinitum, and with texts, ad mauseam, Definitely a book for converts and incurables. 
No city dweller, even with a yen for country living, would know what it was all about. 
Here is no program, no outline, no scheme of life. It is a collection of oddities 
and entities about a country house, a garden, about the possessions and the points of 
view thereof. Except for rather casual classification, there is no organization of 
material. It gives the impression of random notes, loosely collecteed, sorted, num- 
bered, and published. I wanted to hurry through it - then go back for deeper digging 
later. I didn't. I read every one of the 500 items. I made some notes for future 
reference. And when I get a copy of the book, there are things I'll reread for the 
fun of it, and others - perhaps - for their practical value. And I'll fill in some 
of the memorandum pages to follow each section with notes of mine to discuss with Dale 
Warren (Houghton, Mifflin, in case you don't know) next time I see him. Some people 
may find the tone a bit flippant. Others may object to a tendency to categorical mar- 
shalling of words and phrases.
